It is question- 
able whether for'governmental pur- 
poses New. York spends any larger 
pcrcchtage of its wealth or any niore 
per capita than the average American 
community, whether city, town or vil- 
lage.

fished up, these Images would be cov- 
ered with pearl.

claimed as proof of the universal pow- 
er of their deity. 


One prelty story which has comi 


down to us from remote ages, ex- 
plains the origin of pearls by Buying 
that they nrc dewdrops (hat Ka^e fal- 
len at night into oysters floating with 
their shells open. The luster of the 
pearl, says ibis legend, depends on the 
moon. If the night ts clear and moon- 
lit, the poarls arc bright; If, on th» 
other hand, It is cloudy and the moon 
Is hidden the rearls ar* dull.
